TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
DARLASTON  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladles,  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  f*r  1960. 

Looking  at  tho  year’s  statistics,  no  significant  changes  are  apparent,  the  health  of  the 
population  as  a whole  being  satisfactory  during  the  year. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  at  22,270  remains  unchanged.  There  were  317  live  births 

during  the  yoar,  ah  lnoroase  of  16  on  1959.  Tho  number  of  illegitimate  births  was  9 compared 
with  14  during  tho  provious  year.  There  were  5 deaths  of  Infants  under  one  year,  4 of  which 
occurred  in  tho  first  month.  There  was  one  maternal  death,  which  was  unavoidable.  Deaths  from 
all  causos  totalled  220,  being  9 less  than  in  1959.  Tho  total  number  of  infectious  diseases 

V »—  v 

notified  was  63,  ono  of  which  was  a case  of  typhoid  fever,  Tho  most  elaborate  examinations 
and  Investigations  failed  to  establish  the  sourco  of  this  infection.  There  were  no  cases  of 
poliomyelitis,  or  diphtheria  during  tho  yoar. 

The  necessity  for  tho  steady  work  of  preventing  theso  diseases  continues,  and  parents 
share  a heavy  responsibility  in  this  regard. 

Tho  work  of  slum  clearance  and  housebuilding  continuod  during  the  yoar. 

I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  all  Mombers  of  tho  Council  in  general,  and  in  particular 
to  tho  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committoo  for  their  help  and  encouragement 
during  tho  yoar.  Also  to  tho  Officers  of  other  Departments,  and  of  course  Mombers  of  our  own 
Health  Department  who  holpod  in  tho  preparation  of  this  report.

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I am  indobtod  to  Mr.  Grcon,  Managor  of  tho  Darlaston  Branch  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour 
for  the  following  roport:= 

Tho  level  of  employment  in  Darlaston  during  1960  continued  to  be  vory  high,  and  even 
during  tho  recession  of  trado  in  the  motor  car  industry  in  tho  last  throo  months  of  tho 
year  thoro  was  vory  little  increase  in  tho  unemployment  figures. 

Tho  avorago  numbor  of  workers  signing  tho  unemployed  register  each  week  during  tho 
yoar  was  22,  and  tho  percentage  of  unemployment  must  compare  most  favourably  with  othor 
towns  in  tho  country, 

Tho  insurod  population  in  Juno  1960  was  19,341,  an  incroaso  of  1,140  on  tho  figure 
for  1959.  This  again  indicates  tho  continued  prosperity  of  local  Industry, 

Tho  numbor  of  workers  placed  in  employment  by  tho  Exchango  Service  again  increased  by 
168  over  tho  figure  for  1959  to  a total  of  805. 

Tho  numbor  of  vacancies  unfillod  at  tho  ond  of  tho  yoar  was  103  - mostly  for  skillod 
workors. 

Relationships  in  industry  botwoon  employers  and  workors  continued  to  bo  vory  good  and 
thoro  woro  no  industrial  disputos  during  tho  yoar.

DIPHTHERIA. 

Thoro  woro  no  cases  of  diphtheria  during  the  year, 

DYSENTERY. 

Two  eases  were  notified  during  the  your,  one  female  aged  34  yours,  and  ono  boy  aged  1^  years, 
WHOOPING  COUGH. 

13  cases  of  whooping  cough  woro  notified.  This  is  still  a serious  disease.  Prophylactic 
immunisation  is  desirable  to  prevent  early  deaths,  and  serious  complications, 

MEASLES. 

Thoro  woro  11  cases  notified*  No  serious  complications  woro  reported,  1960  was  an  in 
botwoon  yea~. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

The  disease  was  mild,  its  virulonce  appoars  to  bo  much  loss  than  at  the  turn  of  the  century. 
ERYSIPELAS. 

A similar  type  of  organism  to  the  above.  Responds  rapidly  to  modern  treatment, 

TYPHOID  FEVER. 

On  July  14th  a caso  of  Enteric  Fevor  in  a man  aged  25  years  was  reported.  On  inquiry  it  was 
found  that  the  man  had  boon  unwell  for  sometime  prior  to  admission  to  hospital.  Stringent  procautic 
woro  considered  nocossary  to  provont  further  sproad  of  the  infection.  Immediate  disinfection  was 

carried  out.  Neighbouring  Medical  Officers  of  Health  wore  informed.  Investigations  woro  carried 

out  on  members  of  the  family,  friends,  woi  kpeoplc,  schools,  and  social  activity  centres.  All 
sources  of  food  supplies  woro  carefully  scrutinised.  Specimens  were  submitted  for  laboratory 
examination;  40  from  members  of  the  household,  and  130  from  othor  contacts. 

Water  samples  woro  submitted  for  bacteriological  and  chemical  examination,  and  swabs  wore  submitted 
for  examination  frem  vantage  points  from  tho  household,  shops,  factories,  and  fishing  points 
of  tho  aroas.  All  tho  examinations  and  investigations  woro  provod  negative,  and  no  further  cases 
developed. 

Following  a period  lr,  hospital  the  man  made  a good  rocovory. 

INFLUENZAL  PNEUMONIA. 

1 case  was  notified  during  tho  year,  a man  aged  66  years. 

PUERPERAL  PYREXIA. 

Thoro  was  ono  case  notified,  a woman  aged  22  years, 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

16  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  wore  notified  this  year,  tho  same  as  in  tho  previous  yoar. 
There  woro  throo  deaths  from  Tuberculosis,  two  of  whom  woro  over  45  years  of  ago,  Thoro  woro  no  ca; 
non-pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified  during  the  yoar.

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  THE  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  YEAR. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  LABORATORY  SERVICE. 

Tho  Public  Health  Laboratory .Martin  Stroet, Staff ord,  deals  with  any  bacteriological  or  bio- 
chemical investigation  of  diseaso  found  to  be  necessary, 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  HOSPITALS. 

Admission  to  these  is  arranged  through  the  Public  Health  Department,  or  in  emergency,  ‘on 
application  by  tho  General  Practi t'ioner  direct  to  the  hospital. 

VENEREAL  DISEASE. 

Treatment  can  bo  obtained  either  at  tho  Manor  Hospital  Walsall,  or  the  Royal  Hospital  Wolverhampton. 
GENERAL  HOSPITALS. 

Admission  is  arranged  by  tho  General  Practitioner  direct  with  tho  hospital. 

MATERNITY  HOSPITAL. 

Tho  patient1 s doctor  arrangos  admission  as  necessary  on  medical  grounds.  If  admission  on  any 
other  grounds  is  thought  desirable,  application  should  be  made  to  tho  Jane  Mills  Inst it ute, Rectory 
Avenue, Dari aston , or  the  Bentley  Ante-natal  Clinic,  Churchill  Road,  Bentley, 

CARE  OF  MOTHERS  AND  YOUNG  CHILDREN.  . 

INFANT  WELFARE  CLINICS. 

These  are  hold  at  Jane  Mills  Institute,  Rectory  Avonue, Darlaston, on  Monday  and  Thursday  afternoons 
each  week,  and  also  at  tho  Clinic,  Churchill  Road,  Bentley,  on  Friday  afternoons. 

ANTE-NATAL  CLINICS, 

A weekly  session  Is  hold  at  tho  Jane  Mills  Institute, Rectory  Avenue, Darlaston,  on  Wednesday  mornings, 
and  at  tho  Clinic, Churchill  Road, Bent  ley, on  aftornoons  of  the  2nd  and  4th  Tuesday  in  each  month. 

HEALTH  VISITORS. 

The  Health  Visitors  working  in  this  district  can  usually  be  contacted  at  the  Jane  Mills  Institute, 
(James  Bridge  2923)  during  the  day,  and  they  also  attend  the  above  clinics. 

DOMESTIC  HELP. 

The  service  for  this  district  is  administered  by  tho  Area  Medical  Officer,  20  Hydes  Road, 

Wednesbury  - Telephone  No;  Wcdnesbury  0961/2.  The  servico  is  provided  whore  necessary  in  cases  of 
sickness,  childbirth,  infirmity,  or  other  household  emergencies. 

DISTRICT  NURSES. 

There  are  throe  district  nurses  practising  in  tho  district.  When  their  services  are  required 
the  family  doctor  will  normally  make  tho  arrangement,

Includod  in  tho  above  figures  is  a block  of  special  aged  persons1  accommodation,  which  consists 
of  24  flatlets  and  8 bungalows.  Tho  accommodation  was  built  in  conjunction  with  tho  Staff ordshiro 
County  Council  and  is  for  pooplc  who  are  in  nood  of  somo  care  and  attention.  There  is  a resident 
warden  who  occupies  a two  bodroomod  flat,  who  is  responsible  mainly  for  keeping  the  communal 
facilities  clean  and  for  obtaining  medical  assistance  for  any  tenant  who  might  bo  taken  ill.  Each 
flatlet  is  a separate  unit  of  accommodation  and  has  a kitchen.  Tho  tenants  are  free  to  come  and 
go  as  they  please.  Thoro  is  also  a common  room  which  has  been  provided  with  television  and  radio, 
and  can  bo  used  by  all  tenants.  Also  there  is  a laundry  which  is  equipped  with  a Bendix  washing 
machine  and  a rotary  drier.

SECTION 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

Water  Supply. 

The  main  part  of  Darlaston’s  water  supply  comes  from  the  South  Staff ordshire  Waterworks  Company, 
and  the  remainder  is  supplied  by  the  Wolverhampton  Water  Undertaking.  Regular  samples  were  taken 
during  the  year  and  found  to  be  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

I am  indebted  to  R.H.Taylor  Esq. ,B.Sc. ,M.I.C. E.  Engineer  In  Chief,  South  Staff ordshire  Waterworks 
Company  for  the  following  roport:- 

1 . The  water  supply  to  the  Urban  District  has  boon  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

2.  The  supply  is  obtained  from  groups  of  pumping  stations  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Cannock  and 
Lichfield  and  from  surface ’sources  outside  the  Urban  District. 


3,  Water  from  all  sources  is  oxaminod  regularly  both  bactoriologically  and  chemically  and  whero 
treatment  is  practised,  both  before  and  after  treatment. 

4 , During  1960,  105  samplos  taken  from  two  of  the  pumping  stations  from  which  a largo  proportion  of 
the  water  normally  supplied  is  obtained,  were  froc  from  collform  bacteria. 

5 , Routine  samples  from  the  waterman’s  house  in  Slater  Street  Darlaston  wore  examined  and  twelve 
samplos  wore  all  freo  from  coliform  bacteria.  These  samplos  wore  also  examined  chemically  and

Chlorination  is  practised  at  most  of  tho  pumping  stations  largely  as  a precaut ionary  measure. 
Emergency  chlorination  is  performed  in  casos  of  omorgoncy  such  as  burst  mains  etc.,  and  special 
staff  and  apparatus  aro  available  for  this  purpose.  Now  mains  are  chlorinated  and  not  brought 
into  use  until  a samplo  of  water  from  thorn  is  proved  satisfactory. 

Thoro  te  only  ono  known  standplpo  In  tho  district,  all  other  water  being  piped  olthor  directly 
into  tho  houses,  or  into  adjoining  wash  houses.

SEWAGE  WORKS. 

I am  grateful  to  tho  Engineer  and  Surveyor  for  the  following  information: 

"Capacity  of  tho  Darlaston  Sowago  Works  is  for  a population  of  21,000  producing  25  gallons  of 
soworago  per  hoad  por  day  which  is  a total  dry  weather  flow  of  525,000  gallons  por  day. 

No  adjustment  to  tho  works  have  boon  carried  out  during  tho  yoar.  Analysis  roports  which  havo 
boon  rocoived  indicate  that  tho  works  arc  in  a marginal  state,  in  that  satisfactory  and  unsatisfactory 
commonts  havo  boon  rocoivod  during  tho  yoar. 

It  is  apparent  that  tho  works  aro  operating  slightly  in  excess  of  their  designated  capacity  and 
that  small  variations  in  tho  volume  and  nature  of  tho  flow  load  to  the  variation  which  is  apparent  in 
tho  analysis  roports,  Tho  position  has  not  changed  during  tho  past  12  months." 

It  can  bo  said  that  tho  arrangements  for  soworago  and  sowago  disposal  in  the  district  are 
reasonably  adequate  for  the  timo  being.  Tho  position  is  under  regular  roviow,  and  any  practical 
measures  to  improve  tho  situation  aro  applied  as  quickly  as  possible. 


PUBLIC  BATHS. 

The  building  is  of  modern  construction  and  design,  by  virtue  of  which  it  compares  favourably 
with  any  in  tho  Midlands. 

Full  provision  is  mado  for  heating,  filtorlng,  and  sterilising  tho  133,000  gallons  of  water 
contained  in  tho  swimming  pool.  The  source  of  tho  water  is  tho  South  Staf fordshiro  Waterworks,  and 
there  is  a 4 hours  turnover  of  tho  full  pool.  Sterilisation  is  by  broak  point  chlorination,  and  in 
addition  to  chemical  and  bacteriological  analysis  carried  out  at  tho  County  and  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Stafford,  thoro  aro  froquont  checks  on  tho  chlorination  each  day. 

Slipper  and  showor  baths  aro  av-ailable,  and  afford  a useful  service,  being  used  regularly  by 
people  whoso  accommodation  lacks  these  facilities.  During  the  yoar,  20,228  persons  used  tho  showors 
and  slipper  baths,  a very  high  proportion  of  whom  wore  coloured  immigrants,  who  aro  among  tho  most 
regular  attendors. 

Bacteriological  examinations  showed  no  coliform  bacilli  per  100  ml. 

Chemical  analyses  wore  equally  satisfactory.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1960. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies,  and  Gontlomon, 

In  a brief  Introduction  it  is  difficult  to  cover  in  full  the  work 
of  tho  Department,  nor  do  the  statistics  which  follow  indicate  the  relationship  between  the  Health 
Department  and  tho  townspeople.  Every  aspect  of  our  work  is  concerned  with  people,  ranging  from 
housewife  to  landlord,  from  workman  to  Managing  Director,  from  slaughterman  to  butchers,  and  tho 
objoct  of  our  existence  is  to  constantly  lmprovo  the  standards  of  onvironmontal  hygiene.  To  do  so 
entails  constant  battles  with  apathy,  and  on  tho  quostion  of  financial  implications.  Tho  Health 
Department  is,  for  oxamplo,  tho  catalyst  botwoon  tho  housowifo’s  leaking  roof,  and  the  landlord’s 
ront,  or  botwoon  tho  shopkoopor’s  profits,  and  a refrigerated  display,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  tho 
Public  Health  Inspector  to  make  tho  reaction  as  painless  as  possiblo  by  explaining  tho  facts  to 
overyone  concerned.  No  legislation  covors  this  educational  aspect  of  our  work,  and  without  it 
legislation  in  itself  is  insufficient. 

Once  again  it  was  necessary  to  allocato  priorities,  and  again 
meat  inspection  took  a largo  sharo  of  available  effort.  That  priority  for  this  task  was  necessary 
was  shown  by  tho  amount  of  moat  found  to  bo  unfit.-  22?  tons  in  all.  A further  duty  completed 
was  tho  submission  of  tho  Slaughterhouse  Report  to  tho  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food, 
This  docurriont  doalt  comprehensi voly  with  prosont  and  futuro  slaughtering  roqulrcmonts , and  also 
docldod  the  date  of  operation  of  hygiono  and  cruolty  regulations  within  this  district.  Owing 
to  tho  fact  that  both  slaughterhouses  woro  within  tho  proposed  area  of  Central  Re— dcvel opment , the 
dato  of  operation  was  sot  at  the  1st  January  1963.  In  tho  meantimo  standards  already  in  operation 
woro  onforcod. 


Action  in  rospoct  of  unfit  houses  under  tho  Housing  Acts  showod 
a slight  incroaso,  as  did  action  undor  the  nuisances  section  of  tho  Public  Hoalth  Acts.  A numbor 
of  Improvement  Grants  woro  mado,  including  somo  to  tenanted  houses.  To  lmprovo  older  properties  and 

provido  famillos  with  basic  facilities  for  cooking,  washing  and  sanitation  for  poriods  of  from  15  to 

30  years  is  sound  Public  Hoalth  practice,  and  it  is  regrottablo  that  moro  owners  do  not  take  advantage 
of  these  grants.

Owing  to  staffing  difficulties  and  tho  prossuro  of  moro  urgent 
work  it  was  impossible  to  commonco  work  on  Smoko  Control  Aroas,  This  is  tho  moro  regrettable  in 

view  of  tho  fact  that  as  tho  ovorall  smoko  pollution  has  decreased,  tho  proportion  represented  by 

domostic  smoko  has  increased. 

To  comploto  this  introduction  I should  liko  to  record  my  slncoro 
thanks  to  tho  Chairman  of  tho  Hoalth  Committee,  tho  mombors  of  tho  Council,  the  Clerk  of  the  Council, 

and  other  Chief  Officors  and  officials  for  tho  co-operation  and  assistance  they  have  «o  readily 
aff ordod.

Despite  a chango  in  staff,  there  was  an  incroaso  in  the  numbor  of  houses  visited,  and  tho  number 
and  scopo  of  visits  to  sub— standard  houses  woro  onlarged.  The  genoral  condition  of  Council  houses 
was  again  found  to  bo  satisfactory,  with  many  houses  of  an  oxtromoly  high  standard  of  cloanlinoss  and 
docorativo  repair. 

Tho  incroaso  in  tho  numbor  of  visits  mado  to  sub— standard  housos  has  resulted  in  somo  improvement, 
but  often  this  is  only  maintained  by  tho  constant  efforts  of  tho  Housing  Visitor. 

It  was  also  considorod  dosirablo  regularly  to  visit  certain  old  pooplo,  who  have  fow  contacts  with 
friends  or  relations,  and  who  are  prone  to  illnoss.  In  somo  casos  it  has  boon  possible  to  ensure 
domestic  help,  and  in  othor  casos  tho  family  doctor  has  boon  contacted.

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS. 

Thoro  is  no  ground  within  tho  Urban  District  suitable  for  parking  caravans,  and,  as  in 
tho  past,  thore  has  been  prompt  joint  action  by  this  Department  and  the  Police  to  provont  the 
settling  of  moveable  dwellings  on  the  outskirts  of  tho  district. 

32  caravans  wore  moved  on. 

Land  near  the  centre  of  tho  town  is  used  as  winter  quarters  for  members  of  tho  Showmon’s 
Guild,  There  is  close  co-operation  between  the  owners  of  the  site,  the  members  of  the  Guild, 
and  the  Hoalth  Dopartmont , and  the  small  number  of  complaints  received  are  promptly  dealt  with. 
Improvements  in  the  arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  waste  water  wore  carried  out  during  tho 
year.  Fire  precautions  wore  investigated  in  conjunction  with  tho  County  Firo  Prevention  Officer, 
and  a list  of  rocommondat ions  was  issued  to  tho  occupiers  of  each  caravan.

MEAT  AND  FOODS. 

The  year  saw  a further  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered  in  the 
contract  slaughterhouse  situated  in  Darlaston,  which  serves  butchors  over  a wide  aroa  outsido 
the  District.  Calculations  basod  on  figures  laid  down  by  tho  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food  show  that  almost  twice  as  many  animals  wore  slaughtered  as  wore  required  for  local 
consumption. 

Once  again  ovory  carcase  and  all  effal  was  inspected.  5f  tons  of  moat  was  condemned, 
and  a further  17  tons  of  meat  ronderod  fit  after  ref rigeration .which  effectively  demonstrates  tho 
necessity  for,  and  value  of  such  inspection.  Sunday  moat  inspection  was  carried  out  throughout 
tho  summer  months,  and  a certain  amount  of  ovoning  inspection  had  to  bo  carried  out.  throughout  tho 

year.

UNFIT  FOOD. 

Considerable)  quantities  of  tinned  goods,  fish,  bacon  otc,  aro  inspected  each  year,  and 
the  systom  of  voluntary  surrondor  against  cortificatos  of  unfitnoss  is  operated.  By  this  system, 
no  trader  has  any  excuse  for  having  unfit  food  in  his  possession. 

During  tho  yoar  2 cwts,  0 qrs,  23  lbs,  8 ozs.  of  a wido  range  of  foods  (other  than  moat 
inspected  at  tho  slaughterhouses)  was  certified  as  unfit,  voluntary  surrondor  accepted  and 
disposal  arrangod. 


DISPOSAL  OF  UNFIT  FOOD. 

Tinned  goods  which  aro  not  suitable  for  disposal  by  burning  aro  transported  to  tho  Town  Hall 
Yard  whero  a workman  smashos  tho  tins  to  render  the  contonts  unusablo.  The  resultant  articles  aro 
then  convoyod  to  the  Council’s  controlled  tip  whore  they  aro  deposited  at  the  base  of  the  working 
face  and  tho  day’s  refuse  deposited  on  top  and  consolidated  to  ensuro  thoro  is  no  nuisance  from 

fly  breeding  or  smolls  and  no  opportunity  given  for  rats  to  food  on  this  food. 

Items  suitable  for  burning  aro  destroyed  in  the  Council’s  incinerator. 

The  bulk  of  tho  unfit  moat  from  the  slaughterhouse  is  stained  with  a special  green  dye  before 
removal  to  a liconsod  processing  factory  in  an  adjoining  Authority,  Every  precaution  is  taken  to 

regulate  the  handling  of  unfit  food  to  ensuro  that  it  is  not  diverted  from  the  proper  channels. 

There  exists  a very  high  degree  of  co-oporation  between  tho  traders  in  tho  town  and  tho  staff  of 
the  Health  Department,  which  ensuros  adequate  disposal  of  any  unfit  food.
